The K Street viaduct over the rail­ 
road track s at the west edge of the city 
limits will be needed much faster than we 
might suspect.

This will be pa rticula rly tirue a t their inter­ 
sectio ns with O Street. The o nly wa y tha t

town Uncoln. 
And most of this planning has to do just 
With tbs downtown area. Other major ar­ 
terial improvements could, perhaps, be de­ 
layed in so>me cases if 
the two diagonals were

are some other press­ 
ing needs. The north 
part of Lincoln is still very inadeq uately 
served with major arterial width rtreets 
and South Street is badly in need of im­ 
provement except for the short stretch 
between 48th and what is about 31st. Fortu­ 
nately, a great part of the downtown plan 
calls for only the intelligent use of exist­ 
ing streets. This may entail some inter­ 
section revisions and a little widening 
here and there but no major outlays of 
cash. 
One of the most significant things in 
the history of this city is the foresight with 
which it has progressed. This has been 
true from the time of its founding and 
the present generation would not want to 
be the one which reversed this state of 
affairs. Formal adoption of a street plan 
and a program for implementing it should 
be of first priority for the council.

Farming Financially Better 


America’s farmers are in better financial 
fftiape thfffi they were a year ago, accord­ 
ing to the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 
It expects farm assets to total 1211.3 bil­ 
lion by January 1, 1962, which will be $2.5 
billion more than a year earlier. Farm 
debt iff expected to be $27.2 billion by the 
New Year and this will exceed a year 
earlier by $1.8 billion. All things, added 
or subtracted, will give a year’s gain in 
assets of $3.4 billion. 
A number of things have resulted in the 
impro v ement: more available credit, lower 
interefft rates, commodity prices and farm 
pro g ra m payments, and, of course, a good 
crop year. 
The grain farmer experienced the best 
fortune. He benefited from a more dy­ 
namic farm program while dairying and 
po ultry production had 
a poorer experi­ 


ence, suffering mainly from weak prices. 
It would tak e a strong partisan to at­ 
tribute all of 
the 
improvement to the 
Kennedy farm program, but sufficient time 
has passed to indicate that the program, 
in its early stages, is constructive and 
may with 
sufficient, 
judicious develop­ 
ment play a large part in the restoration 
of a healthy 
farm 
economy. 
There is 
ground for optimism. Part of this is dem­ 
onstrated by a return of rising land prices. 
It is especially interesting to note that 
farm debt is placed at $27.2 billion against 
total assets of $211.3 billion. Basically the 
farming business is sound enough, although 
its operating statement in recent years 
leaves much to be desired. It indicates that 
realistic production controls and steps to 
improve farm prices to some extent hold 
most of the answer to farm recovery. 


An Unknown Future 


The point was well made by Brig. Gen. 
W. R. Shultr that recreational development 
of the Salt-Wahoo valleys will be an out- 
•tandiog thing for Lincoln. He noted this 
in remark s made at the ground-break ing 
ceremonies for toe new Antelope Creek dam 
and 100-acre lak e. This is one of 11 such 
projects in the Salt-Wahoo district which 
will provide a lak e of from 100 to 400 acres. 
The purpose of these dams and the lak es 
betond them is first of all flood control and 
in this alone they will save the Lincoln area 
miUlons of dollars m the years ahead. And 
of course, we must consider the physical 
hardship that will be avoided by the elimi­ 
nation of flooded homes and Ixisinesses. 
But the thing that the people of Lincoln 
will really see is the recreational use of 
the« # areas, particularly the Antelope dam 


area. When this and the other 10 projects 
in this area are completed, we will have 
outdoor facilities of an outstanding na­ 
ture. This will materially increase the time 
spent by the citizens of the Lincoln area in 
the pursuit of various water and general 
outdoor activities. 
.Anyone who has spent any time in areas 
where water facilities are available can 
easily understand what this means. Some 
portion of the money now being spent by 
our people in other regions will stay at 
home because of our own facilities and out­ 
siders will find these facilities most invit­ 
ing. This means growing expenditures at 
the local level in all the wide variety of 
outdoor spending. In recreation alone, Lin­ 
coln will get back from these Salt-Wahoo 
stnictures much more than is ever put into 
them in terms of initial costs.

WASHINGTON — Prime 
Minister Nehru of India has 
a great opportunity to break 
the dangerous Soviet-Ameri- 
can deadlock when he speak s 
before the General Assembly 
of the United Nations today 
(Nov. 10). 
There is no q uestion but 
that both President Kennedy 
a nd 
Premier Khrushchev 
most devoutly do not want 
war. Neither do the Ameri­ 
can or the Russian people. 
Yet both countries have been 
so near the brink that a 
false shot fired by a Berlin 
policeman could plunge the 
world into atomic catastro­ 
phe.

•tudy Committee a g r e e d 
Hiursday that it definitely 
will g o ahead and work for 
the “most objective and best 
iwssible tax study ^ within the 
limits of the funds available,” 
Chairman Kenneth Bdwen of 
Red Cloud said. 
Althoug h the exact areas 
and methods of study h a ve 
not been determined, the com­ 
mittee indicated it will g ive 
top p rtority to the p roblem 
of inequities In p resent tax 
laws. 
• 
Next in line, Bowen said, 
would be determination of 
services the state is g oing to 
be required to p erform ‘‘be­ 
fore any decision is made re­ 
g arding broadening of the tax 
base.” 
The committee heard sev­ 
eral g e n e r a l p rop osals on 
study methods during its day ­ 
long hearing Thursday , then 
decided in executive session 
to ask that the p rop osals be 
outlined in detail for a decis­ 
ion next month. 
The 1961 Leg islature ap ­ 
p rop riated $30,000 to the com­ 


mittee for its study , but tdx 
exp erts have told them this 
would not be enoug h to cover 
costs of a comp rehensive sur­ 
vey . 
‘Streamlined* Study 
In a letter to Uie commit­ 
tee, Dr. Reuben A. Zubrow, 
p rqfessor of economics at the 
University of Colorado, said 
that he and Dr. Plank of Den­ 
ver University believe t h e y 
could conduct a “streamlined” 
study focusing attention on the 
most fundamental p roblems. 
These would be p roblems 
involved in “p rop erty , sales 
and income taxation, distribu­ 
tion of burden, and an ap ­ 
p raisal of the means by which 
a more efficient and equit- 
aUe state tax structure could 
be achieved,” Zubrow said. 


Bowen is writing him to ask 
sp ecific fields which t h e y 
would cover and a cost esti­ 
mate. 
Details also are being re­ 
quested from Nebraska Citi­ 
zens Council Director F r e d 
Herring ton on his p rop osal 
that this p rivate tax research 
g roup could g ather informa­ 
tion for the committee in 3 
areas.

Accidents reported during 
the y ear included 36,035 for 
males and 6,058 for females. 
Of this total, 68 male acci­ 
dents and 4 female accident.s 
proved fatal. 
It is the larg est number of 
male accidents on record since 
1946. 
The report showed that the i 
larg est number of fatal acci-j 
dents, 22, were caused by au-.

Bailey , D-W.Va., has said he 
will introdu ce In the nex t ses­ 
sion of Congress. Bailey is 
chairman of the Hou se Su b ­ 
committee on General Edu ca­ 
tion. 
In b rief, Bailey ’s b ill wou ld 
giv e each state an annu al fed­ 
eral grant eq u al to 2% of that 
state’s total annu al ex pendi­ 
tu res, b oth state and local, 
for pu b lic edu cation from k in­ 
dergarten throu gh the 12th 
grade.

This, they b eliev e, 
eliminates any threat of fed­ 
eral control of edu cation. 
The legislativ e committee 
of the cou ncil approv ed the 
b ill u nanimou sly . The f u l l 
cou ncil will discu ss it Friday , 
and fu ll approv al is ex pected 
then, too. 


United Nations to b reak off 
diplomatic and trade rela­ 
tions with Sou th Africa as a 
first step in forcing it to drop 
its white su premacy laws af­ 
fecting 14 million nonwhites.

Fred Eiche, co-chairman of 
the Chamb er’s av iation com­ 
mittee, said the Chamb er has

Lincoln. 
This program, he said, was

Lincoln. 
‘‘If Lincoln doesn’t get any 
bigger, and if the birth rate 
continues as it is, the situa­ 
tion isn’t going to Imp rove.

Moscow 
— A radical 
change in Soviet policy aimed 
at promoting a settlement of 
the Berlin and German ques­ 
tions was reported in author­ 
itative circles Friday.

It was reported here as fol­ 
lows: 
The Soviet government Is 
prepared to work out an ad­

When this | 
agreement is worked out sat­

an 
arrangement

conclusion of a peace treaty' 
be taken up. 
That appears to be what 
has kept Western diplomatic 
channels so active in the past 
48 hours or more. 
Heretofore, Prem ier Khru­ 
shchev has taken the posi­ 
tion that a 
German treaty 
must be worked out. Then on 
the basis of that, a new status 
would be negotiated for Ber­ 
lin. To the West this meant 
to put the cart before the 
horse and oblige the W e s t 
to recognize E ast Germany 
before 
any 
agreement had : 
been reached on what the | 
West considers the more vit- j 
al issue — independence of J 
West Berlin. 
Such recognition was espe-j 
d ally distasteful to the West 
since it implied more or less' 
official abandonment of the 
idea of reuniting iìerm any. 
This is a thing almost unac­ 
ceptable to any West German 
government. 
The newly reported propos­ 
al appears to bridge this gap 
somewhat. 
Little Reason 
The Soviet position has been 
such that the West has felt 
there was little reason to go 
to the negotiating table. In 
the Western view no grounds 
for negotiations would be left 
if the West first had to cede 
sovereignty and full national 
status to E ast Germany. 
The new proposals as out-1 
lined by authoritative sources! 
would appear to approach the 
Western position. Negotiations 
would first be on the Berlin 
question, then on the peace 
treaty.

An outline of the new po-1 
sition appears to fall into ai 
4-part consecutive schedule: | 
1. The 4 occupying jwwers : 
should reach an agreement on 
a new status for West Berlin 
which guarantees the freedom 
of its inhabitants and the free­ 
dom of communication l>e- j 
tween We.st Berlin and the 
West.

Go A Long Way 
The new outline of the R us­ 
sian position appeared to ob­ 
servers here to go a long way 
toward meeting western de­ 
mands that freedom for West 
Berlin 
should 
be 
assured 
without obliging the West to 
recognize 
the 
independence 
and sovereign position of E ast 
Germany beforehand. 
It was clear that the Rus­ 
sians had not spelled out in 
detail the extent of the free­ 
dom meant for Berlin. Khru­ 
shchev has repeatedly insist­ 
ed that freedom would be as­ 
sured, but not freedom for 
those large classes of people 


East Germany is not specifi­ 
cally required. 
Sharp Reversal 
The new position outlined 
authoritatively represented a 
sharp reversal of statements 
made by Khrushchev and his 
Defense Minister Marshal Ro­ 
dion Malinovsky Nov. 7 at 
revolution day exercises. Ap­ 
parently almost at the sam e 
time the new Soviet position 
was being outlined. 
Certainly on the night of
